monthly magazine distributed by us in Russia, im the amount of | 


50,000 copies sold on Russian newsstands. 

It is a product of the State Department Information Service 
and it costs the taxpayer little, if anything. It retails at about 
80 cents, American money, or four rubles, Russian. 

It sells out in minutes after it reaches the stands. 

I had seen copies of it before they went to the news kiosks. 
But I will never forget my first sight of a used copy.@ 


Library In Moscow in 1945, with the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors’ Committee, I had expressed a 
desire to see some of the early books on ballet, Russia being the 
birthplace of that form of the dance, which I happen to enjoy, just 
as Beale Street, in Memphis, is the birthplace of the “Blues.” 
An engagement was made for a certain hour and I stood in- 


side the lobby of the hotel trying to chat with the secret police |

At the appointed hour, a dumpy but pleasant young lady 
showed up and we went out into the biting cold of 12 degrees 
below zero, with the wind whistling across the Red Square and 
snarling around our corner where the hotel was.

It was packed. It was a large building, of two stories, and 
the myriad shelves were jammed. Everyone was very courteous 
and the whole-file on ballet was brought.

Amerika table was ringed with persons reading all sorts 
of books. There were young and old and the chief librarian told 
me the rate of book withdrawal was heavy. 

On one table I saw a man looking at a copy of “Amerika.” It 
was dog-eared and worn. The corners and the edges were blacked 
and frazzled from the hundreds of fingers that had turned them. 

I would wager that a thousand persons read each one of those 
50,000 copies. 


Content We have done a very careful job on the content. In 
the first place, it would have been foolish to have 
tried to put propaganda into it. 

As I have argued for years, truth does its own work. Those 
timorous Americans and those newspaper persons with blinders 
who have regarded American information program as propaganda 
persist in a provincial attitude. There is nothing wrong with the 
word propaganda. Truth is the finest propaganda one may have. 
The fact that some nations put out lies instead of truth does not 
make proper propaganda improper. 

So, this magazine contained merely news about America. There 
are pictures of some of our buildings—I recall, for example, a 
picture story on the Empire State building and another on Grand 
Central Station. There are stories, with pictures, of some of our 
chief industries—a great steel mill or an automobile plant. There 
are pictures and articles on our farming. We show photographs 
of our vast wheat fields and our farming machinery. 

There are picture stories of our cities. 

There are poems and, each week, a selected short story by 
one of our good writers, a balance being kept between the past 
and present. 

There are articles and pictures about our schools, our artists, 
musicians, and so cn. 


Care Each month the content was submitted in advance to 

the. Russian censors. We had nothing to hide. So care- 
fully has it been selected that no item has been rejected by the 
censors. 

Some of our hot-heads even got indignant about this feature. 
“T wouldn’t show the so-and-so’s anything,’ was the tenor of their 
talk. ° 

Such breast-beating sounds very brave. 
into the places you want to get it. 

The average Russian knows almost nothing about us. (Americans 
little realize how much information they get.) Averill Harriman, 
now Secretary of Commerce, did a fine job when he got per- 
mission to have “Amerika,” which is published in this country, 
of course, allowed in the Soviet Union. 

Now the copies distributed free to the top officials and the 


many department heads have been banned. 
Truth I imagine the Russians are trying to find a way to ban 
the 50,000 copies. They don’t like their people to see 

what the capitalistic system produces in the way of a standard 
of living. | 

And pictures of children at school, of farmers working and 
workers’ automobiles parked outside factories, don’t exactly jibe 
with the current Soviet propaganda against this country which 
calls us warmongers and which talks of the depression which is 
coming.

Drama Still Rides 
Upon the High Seas 


In all the long history of the seas, there has 

never been any incident more resplendent in 

high drama than that rescue of 69 men and 

women from a flying boat forced down in mid-ocean. As the vessel 

of the airways, giant of the skies though it might be but yet only 

a flimsy chip upon the storm-tossed waves, rode the watery moun- 

tains, it called for courage far beyond the ordinary to effect the 
rescue. 

The Coast Guard cutter was stationed there, on weather station. 
The seaplane, short of fuel because of the high head winds, came 
down three miles away, in the midst of a severe storm. For the 
first few hours the seas were too rough to permit the cutter to 
draw near enough for rescue, because of the danger the two craft 
might collide and the seaplane go to the bottom with all her 
personnel. 

We don't know, yet, full details of the rescue. All we know 
is all on board were saved. The plane was then sunk to remove 
it as a peril to navigation. 

When that Coast Guard cutter reaches shore there cannot be 
honors too great to heap upon her crew. And the pilot of the 
plane and his crew performed heroically.

enthusiasts. of creating huge floating land barges to be permanently 
stationed at given locations across the Atlantic, Thus planes could 
make the 3,000-mile journey by easy stages, pausing at each land. 
ing barge for refueling, etc. ‘There were stories and pictures in 
the papers and the magazines and for awhile it seemed the idea, 
though fantastic, might some day become reality. 

You don’t hear about it any more. I imagine the lessons of 
the recent war have outlawed it. For modern warfare of the air 
has made it dangerous to provide stepping-stones, as it were, to 
make easier potential enemy attack. The entire Atlantic width is 
scarcely enough protection in this idea of robot bombs and planes 
that guide themselves to the target. The thought of a possible 
enemy capturing and using a floating airfield just a few hundred 
miles away from our coast is too menacing to permit creation of 


such an artificial island. 

The topic reminds of the discussion, in 
That Tunnel Plan my youthful days, about a projected tun- 
nel under the English Channel, from Dover to Calais. Thus link- 
ing England to Europe by railroad, so travelers need not make 
the rough, though brief, sea voyage across the 20 miles of channel. 

Engineers declared the plan quite feasible. If the Mersey River 
could be tunneled, if the Hudson tunnel could be pushed under 
the river at New York, the channel could likewise be tunneled, 
The engineering problem was simple. 

But the powers that were, at that time, in Britain frowned on 
the plan. They shuddered at the thought of a possible enemy 
pouring troops through that tunnel into England. England was 
an island, protected by the waters that were like a national moat, 
and a tunnel would breach that defense. 

So the tunnel was never built. For which we all gave thanks 
when Hitler’s storm troopers stood, eager to invade, along the 
French channel coast. 

In those days. the 20 miles of the channel was perfect defense. 
There was no such thing as attack from the air. 

Today England has been proven tragically vulnerable to blitz 
from the air and to the robot bombers. 

Tomorrow this country will be just as vulnerable, the Atlantic 
will prove no surer defense than the channel. 

England would not tunnel the channel. We will not permit the 
creation of artificial airdromes which could be captured and made 
into taking-off bases for attack.

Yet there has recent- 


ly appeared, in their vital base of 


operations, the trades union move- 


ment, a strong and energetic grass- 


roots opposition composed of rank , 


and file workers disgusted with 
the party dictatorship. If France's 


economic recovery is allowed ‘to. 


continue, there is reason to hope 
that the Communists can be driv- 
en from their control of the CGT 
(French Labor Federation), their

French government, within a year, 
or so. 


| "DHE CAUSE of France’s hemor- 
rhage was mainly, of course, this | 
‘year’s cruelly bad harvest. The’ 
loss of the harvest, coupled with 
the collapse of Britain’s sterling 
convertibility, has given a violent 
impetus to the postwar inflation. 
It is impossible to exaggerate the 
gravity of France's present situa- 
tion.

_ Nevertheless, the shrewd Mon- 
ick, governor of the Bank of 
France, informed Premier Rama- 
dier and the other members of the 
committee that it was impossible 
to place further contracts for pe- 
troleum imports without sacrific- 
ing elsewhere. And so it was de 
cided to cancel 450,000 tons of for- 
ward coal contracts—which risks 
adding future strafgulation to the 
present hemorrhage. 


IN THIS situation President 
Truman has thus far promised 
France $100,000.000 immediately 
and something like $300,000,000 at 
the end of the December special 
session, France's minimum need, 
which must be met in full if the 
French economy is to continue te 
operate, is for over $100,000,000 
monthly until the Marshall plan 
can come into force, at least seven 
months from now. 


Furthermore, the timing of 
the aid offered by President 
Truman will prevent the placing 
of any import contracts what- 
ever, even for wheat, during 
November, December and prob- 
ably part of January. This 
means that in the worst period 
of the Winter France will he 
plunged inte the most fearful 
unemployment. At the same 
time a heavy cut will have te 
be made in the near-starvation 
rations of the French man in 
the street. Inflation, disorgani- 
zation and political extremism 
will then reign unchallenged.

“T think it is safe to say there| 
are many doctors in Atlanta who 
would move to rural or semi- 
rural cities and communities if 
they had modern hospital facili- 
ties, including laboratories,’ Dr. 
Equen said. “We must not think’ 
so much in terms of convenience, 
as in terms of efficient care of the 
patient.

Sheltering Arms--- 
--A\ Real Shelter

A city has personality, just as an in-

dividual does. 

And certain institutions of that city express 
outstanding characteristics, for good or bad. | 

Certainly the warm, protective motherly feeling of 
Atlanta could be no better exemplified than in the spirit 
of Sheltering Arms, that organization which for 59 years 
has reached out a gentle hand to minister. to her neg- 
lected children. 

The history of Sheltering Arms goes back to 1880, when 
the late Mrs. Preston Arkwright and members of her sew- 
ing circle opened a day nursery in the old Chisholm home 
on Marietta Street. There they undertook to care for 
children of working mothers . . . mothers with no one to 
watch their babies during the day. 

The purpose of Sheltering Arms, then as now, was .to 
provide temporary care for such children only until fam- 
ily situations could be worked out for proper supervision 
at home. Thé organization was granted a charter in 1900. 

The work of this institution has progressed steadily 
through the years, with great-hearted Atlanta women too 
numerous to mention having a part in it. As the need 
arose, day nurseries were set up in vdrious sections of the 
city, three of which were in mill sections, later taken over 
by the management of those mills.

Two Day Nurseries 

The two day nurseries now comprising the Sheltering 
Arms organization are Osgood Sanders Nursery at 214 
Baker St.. N. W., and Cornelia Moore Nursery on Wash- 
ington Street. One hundred children are cared for at 
each of these nurseries five and a half days a week. Moth- 
ers bring or send their children, two to ten years old, 
to the nurseries as early as 7 in the morning and call for 
them at 6, on their way home. 3 

As the approach to child care has developed nationally 
during the past 50 years, so has it progressed at Shelter- 
ing Arms—broadening out from the provision of mere 
physical wants to include the emotional and spiritual 
needs of those children who, for the time at least, are 
victims of economic frustration. 

A member of the Community Chest and a provisional 
member of the Child Welfare League of America, Shelter- 
ing Arms operates under the skilled supervision of a direc- 
tor. a case worker, and a corps of specially trained teach- 
ers all imbued with the principle of emotional se- 
curity as a basis for happy childhood. And emotional 
security is usually lacking in an atmosphere of economic 
insecurity with its accompanying ills. 

Children whose mothers are unable to supply them 
with a good breakfast are fed at the nursery, and then 
those from kindergarten age on up are sent off to public 
school in the neighborhood of the nursery. First and 
second-graders come back for lunch and then are directed 
through an afternoon of wholesome, creative activity. 

The younger children, who stay on all day at the 
nursery, are not just fed and — warm and prevented 
from running on the streets. Sheltering Arms tries to 

ive them the qualities any normal home should give. 
ey provide all sorts of creative material, give them 
things to do with their hands, try to bring out a self- 
expression which will give them a sense of belonging, of 
being appreciated. 


Psychiatric Aid Employed 

They approach those little quirks of misplaced chil- 
dren with scientific knowledge, using the services of a 
well-known Atlanta psychiatrist when problems are deep- 
rooted. They send a number of children to the Junior 
League Speech School each week, and they employ the 
best medical service to correct other physical impediments. 

Case worker and teacher alike try to serve as a tie, 
between mother and child, fo build a better urnderstand- 
ing during their temporary separation. Every effort is 
made to make each mother feel that her child is her own 
responsibility, and she is called upon to have a share, 
however small, in whatever is done for him. Once a 
month the mothers themselves are brought into the circle 
of Sheltering Arms, with a party for their pleasure, or 
an educational program on ways of serving better meals 
or making their homes more attractive. 

During the recently completed term of Mrs. William 
G. Grant’s presidency, the Executive Board of 30 mem- 
bers has been reorganized to include men, for the first 
time in Sheltering Arms’ history. And through the co- 
operation of Dr. Carl Whittaker, head of the Department 
of Psychiatry at Emory University, and Miss Nan John- 
son, psycho-therapist there, a seminar has just been con- 
cluded to train teachers at the nurseries in the right ap- 
proach to emotional problems of children. 

The fine community service which Sheltering Arms 
has rendered may be explained in the leadership of its 
successive Presidents, all outstanding Atlanta women: the
